The fact is that the Superintendent has been an unswerving 
adherent to the principles of the merit system and has alienated most of 
his political friends by his course. Conclusive proof as to his general 
policy is supplied by the fact that while the President's order of May 
twentyeninth, 1899, excepted seven places in the mint. with salaries ranging 
from. twelve hundred to twentyefive hundred dollars per annum and placed them 
at his disposal, he has refused, under pressure, to remove ony of the 
Occupants, ul of whom were inherited from his democratic predecessor. He 
found them competent, and considered that it would be a violation of the 
spirit of the Civil Service Act and Regulations to remove them simply to 
give their places to new men. There is further proof from the fact that the 
"bosses" have sometimes complained to this office that employes of the mint 


were offensively aotive against the "organization" at primaries and elec.

ested in their behal?,. Although the common laborers in the mint are not | 
included in the classified service, Mr. Boyer has by his own voluntary i 
policy treated them as included and in making removals from this force 
has uniformly preferred charges in writing and given the accused three y 
days in whieh to make reply, according to the regulations applied to 
places regularly in the classified service.

It weakens his sense of respon~ 
sibility, and is, moreover, unjust to his administration: He is held 
Tesponsible for its efficiency ard it is but fair that he should be ale 
lowed the selection of his force. Tha statute contemplates it and the ~ 
policy seems a wise one. 
It is to be remenbered in this connection that the pressure for

Your statement that the adoption of tle golé standard had 
deprived five-eighths of the people of the globe of the power to buy fran 
us is not self-sustaining. They do not buy from us with the silver coin 
which is circulating with them, but with the produets which they sell — 
from year to “year. Theynexchange their products against our products 
receiving something of a balance in silver. Their ability to buy from us 
depends upon the relative value of thelr products es compared with ours 
and that would not be changed by using a different standard of measurement. 
If the nominal value of their products was increased by measurement in 
Silver the nominal value of their purchases would be increased in the sams 
degree. Justice is accomplished and the same result is achieved in the 
exchanges when the measurement on both sides is by the sams standard, 
whatever that standard may be. I have never heard it claimed that a change 
of standard made any important difference in current cash transactions. It 
has been claimed that injustice was worked upon debtors by legally changix 
the money of paymont after the debts had been contracted but that does not

Referring ta our conversation upon the necessity of sane action 
by Congress to raise the limit which now restricts the stock of subsidiary 
coin, and in compliance with your request, I enclose herewith draft of a bill 
to accomplish the desired ond. 

The facts of the siruation, briefly stated, are, that prior to the 
passage of the act of March 24th,1900, the total stock of subsidiary coin int — 
| the country was limited to $80,000,000, and by that act the limit was raised 

t9 $200,000,000. The demand for subsidiary coin during the past two years 
has been very heavy and the total stock in the cowtry is now nearly 
$92,000,000, almost all of which is outside the Treasury in active circulation. 
It seems quite probable that unless this Congress takes sone action to again 
- vaise the Limit, the entire amount authorized will be absorbed before another 
Gongress can act, and the Treasury will be unable to meet the legitimate wants 
of trade. Itis therefore, of urgent importance that some measure be passed 
by the 57th Congress, and if practicable during the present session, to 
relisye the situation. It scarcely need be said that nothing can be more 
amoying or embarrassing in business circles than to be unable to make change. 
Thore ig no gainsaying or arguing against the demand for subsidiary coin. 
The business men call for it because they want it and when they call for it 


are exceedingly amoyed if unable to obtain it. No reason exists why their 
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w2e 
needs should not be completely supplied and it is unwise and inconsiderate 
to neglect the situation and not allow the Treasury to provide for their 
constently g-owing requirements. 

The Secretary of tls Treasury, in his report, has referred to 
the situation and made the definite recommendation that the limit of ‘the stock 
be raised from one hundred to one hundred and twenty million, and I know from 
persaal conference with him that he has no objection to the limits being 
entirely removed and thinks that would be the preferable pallens His reason 
for suggesting the limit of $120,000,000 was that he considered so much of 
a increase imperative and asked for no more fearing that pare ion might 
be aroused which would result in no action being taken 

In the proposed bill submitted, Section 1, simply repeals Section 
34 of the War Revenue act which required the coinage of not leas than $1,500,000 
in silver dollar pieces per month. This will leave the provisions for dole 
lar coinage as they were umiaxxkhe prior to the passage of the War Revenue 
Act and under the act of July 14, 1890. It will then be possible to reduce 
the dollar coinage, make the bullion last longer and divert more of it to use 
in subsidiary coins and save the purchase of bullion for the lattor. . 

Section 2 of the Bill submitted modifies Section 8 of the act of 
March 14, 1900 by eliminating the proviso that the alana of subsidiary coin 
outstanding shall not at any time exceed in the aggregate one hundred 
million dollars. Tho enactment of the bill proposed will give the Secretary 
of the Treasury full discretion to coin the bullion in the Treasury into dol- 


lar pieces or subsidiary coin as he may see fit and as the business needs of 
the public may require, The objection to limiting the stock of subsidiary 
coin to $120,000, 000 is that it will ke surely be necessary within three or four 
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saBue 
years to txke furthor action. It is only ivossaeae since the limit was raised 
from eighty to one hundred miljion and no good reason exists why the eupply 
of so important a tool of trade shall be strictly limited. If when Legisla~ 
‘tion is asked on short notice it should for any reason be obstructed or . 
delayed, serious ombarrassnent might result. There is no way in which the 
discretion vested in the Secretary of the Treasury can oe exercised to the 
detriment of the public and it would appear from every consideration better to 
provide for a series of years. , 

The stock of bullion purchased under the act of 1890 on hand 
January ist, 1902 was 44,520,910 fine ounces. It cost $40, 283,086.22 and 
is represented by that amount of Treasury notes outstanding. tts coining 
value in silver dollars would be $57,562,389 and in subsidiary coin, 
$61,546,100. .

Replying to your inquiry of January 4th as to the legality of certain 
metal checks resembling coin, I beg to say that no ruling as ever been 
printed, interpreting or defining in general terms the statutes against 
counterfeiting coin. It is impracticable to make ie general interpre- 
tation. Indeed, no definition that could be made by this office or the 
Treasury department would be authoritative, as the interpretation of the laws 
rest at last with the courte, who will ceal with each individual case as it 
comes before them upon the circumstances concerning it. In a4 general way 
this Bureau would counsel you to avoid any check or device which bears such 
a similitude to coin that it might i post ieeay be used to deceive an ig- 
nerant person. It would be desirable, if practicable,to have tiem either 
octagonal or square, or if round, te avoid the milled edge or the exact size 
of the existing coins. Or if in other respects similar it would be desi- 
rable to have a-hole in the centre. Care should also be taken te have the in- 
scription unlike that upon any of the coins.

In response to your request for an opinion on H, R. 7645, intro= 
 dyced by Mr. Hill and reported by the Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
“Measures, I beg to say: 

The BiJ2 contains three propositions. First, to stop the coinage 
of silver dollars ang use tho bullion remaining in the Treasury in subsidiary 
coinagee Second, to gupply the subsidiary coinage required after the present — 
tock of bullion in the Treasury is exhausted by the recoinage of silver 
dollars, and Third, to make silver dollars redeemable in fold at the Treasury 
on demand. 

Our silver delleys are an anomalous slement in our monetary system, 
being neither standard nor subsidiary money. The purchasing act of 1890 was 
‘passed in the hope that the increased demand for silver would advance the 
“price to the old parity with mld, tis making the silver doller standard 
“money. The act failed in its purpose and the policy was abandoned. It is 
now conceded that the attempt had better never have been made, but wehave on 
pand about forty million ounces of the silver which can yet be diverted to

Since ou r discussion this morning I have taken occasion to 
refresh my memory on the faci in the cass of the rupee to which you 
alluded and have thought you might be interested in a further statement of 
the situation. 

When the mints of India were closed to the free coinage of silver 
in 1893, and the government attempted to steady the value of the rupee the 
latter parted company with the valué of bullion and the situation was one 
not contemplated or covered by our statute. The rupee was the only legal 
tender coin in India but passed at & fictitious value and literally hing 
in the air, redeemable in no other coin. Under this condifion a foot-note 
was added to our circular giving the value of foreign coinsywhich was 
intended to cover the situation and call the attention of the customs 
authorities to it. It was not until the latter part of the year 1900 that 
the government. of India took the final steps for the establishment of the 
gid standard by daketing the sovéreign a legal tender and the unit of value. 
Our official informa tion of this action was received in the summer of 1900, 
after the issue of the quarterly circular for July. Begiming with the 
October circular the someneliiga has been named as the standard coin of India 
with the accompany ing foot-note which appears. I enclose two circulars 


which show the information upon which the action of the customs officials

was based. Ths case which was protested consisted of merchandise entered 
at Boston on October 18,1898 which you will note was before the action of | 
the Indian government making the sovereign the unit of value. It was 
walaisitted ‘upon an agreed state of facts which shows that the metal:-value 
of the rupee had been ascertained by tle Director of the Mint to be $0,199. 
It apyeere, therefore that the Court has not decided that duties may not 
under the conditions now existing be collected upon the exchange value of 
the rupee.

The Statute provides that 516 crains of gold, nine-tenths fine, 
shall be coined into a twenty-dollar piece.

The emount 
of alloy in a $20 piece costs about two mills. Technically it is. possible 
to say that this value is in a $20 piece, but it can be hardly said that 
the exchange value of the coin is increased by it. in the foreign exchanges.

Under 
such conditions an assay office enables each individual to dispose of his 
bullion directly to the government at its coinage value and saves him from 
its exactions of intermediate buyers. A notable change however, has come over 
the mining induetry in recent years. Almost all of the increased production 
in the United States has been from quartz mining in which the nunber of oper- 
ators is relatively small. The output mst be disposed of first to ores 
buyers or reduction works as it is not in condition to be received by a mint. 
| Furthermore, mining is not now a languishing industry. It 4s safe to say that 
the output does not in any appreciable degree depend upon the facilities 
which the assay offices furnish. When a mine has been actually developed 
and has become a depositor of bullion the matter of the transportation charge 
to 4 mint is an insignificant item, and experience shows that the service af- 


forded by an assay office is very light ly esteemed by everybody except emali 
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producers such as placer miners. The important mining companies will deposit 
4 an assay office if they can save freight charges thereby, otherwise not. 
“bey can ship bullion as cheaply as the government can. They can deliver bullion 
2 an express office as conveniently es at an assay office; indeed the bulk of the 
aqposits of even an assay office must come by express and the bullion could usually 
pe carried at @ single shipment te ite final destination, the mint, at less ex~ 
pense than first to an assay office and thence to a mint.

The provision of law touching the mutilation of coin reads as 
follows: 
"Every person who fraudulently by any art, way or means, de tacos 
mutilates impairs, diminishes, falsifies, scales or lightens the gold 
_ and silver coins of the United States or any forsign gold or silver coins 
which by law are made currant or are in actual use or cireulation as money 
within the United States, shal} be imprisoned not more than two years 
and fined not less than two thousand doliars.®* 
This ie not construgd to forbid tha meliing or total destruction 
of coin, as it then passes out of existence as coin and cannot possibly 
be used as money. The punching of holes, the plening of a faca, the 
‘soldering of a coin to a piece of jewelry,. etc. are acts with which the 
Courts deal in their discretion, reaching a conclusion in each case - 
from the circumstances surrounding it. Every offender charged with mut ie 
dating coin is likely to plead that he dia not intend to circulate it as 
money and therefore his act had no fraudulent:intent, and for that reason 


the Courts ere likely to view this plea with disfavor.

I have the honor to senate: your letter of March 15th upon the sub. 


Hest of the Bureau's amua) estimates upon the production of the precious met- 


ile in Colorado, and note your suggestion that a mine to mine canvas be conducted 
to more accurately determine the output of the State. I amaware that there 


bas been dissatisfaction over these estimates and it has béen the case, not 
only in Colorade but in nearly every producing State and District, the uniform 


-eriticism being that our figures are too low. 
In your judgnent we underestimate the production of Colorade for 


st year by some nine million dollars. Tt has been claimed in the Black Hille 


that we under-sstimated that district by some five million dollars. Some of 


she newspapers of Oregon claim that our figures for that State are not more 


than half what they should be. If the local returns are to be accepted our 


; otal for the country is some twenty million dollars below what it ought to be. 
These wide~spread Claims inight seem to support eachother in proof that the method 
of the Bureau was cefective, but if the output of the country is actually so 
much in excese of our estimate, it is fair to ask what has become of the overs 
Plus. ve know from our own books that it has not been deposited at the mints. 


io have vecsived confidential reports irom overy refinery and smelter and 


important reduction works in the country giving the figures of their output, 


and the cleposition of it. We know from them what they have sold to sins 
facturers for consumption in the arta, and we have replies from some 30,000 © 
circulars sent annuelly io manufacturers of jewelry, watch-cases, gold leaf etc., 
‘ete., by which to check the returns of the refiners. We have from the Customs 
Service & statement of the exports. If the country hes actually produced. 
20,000,000 dolisrs per year or oven one-tenth of that more than we have been 
able to find, what has become of itf who has it? If the Bureau has been 
underestimating the production each year for even the last ten years, the 
aggregated srror at this time equals an enormous sun. It cannot be hoardeé 
and it is impossible to believe that it has been used or exported. We are aware 
that the product of Colorado cannot be had by taking ths deposits at the 

Denver Mint, and the output of the reduction works is the State, for we receive 
returns of Colorado product from Omaha, Chicago, Kansas City and other points. 
0% may be admitted that the Colorado product might be credited to another State 
but it is impossible that the output of every State and the aggregate output 
of the country should be thus miscalculated. Ws are forced, therafore, to 
account for the fact that local estimates exceed those of the Bureau by reason 
of the natural tendency of people everywhere to exaggerate the importance of 
| their local induaveles. I am a newspaper man myself and have had considerable 
experionce in the compilation of annual reviews and em sure your own observa= 
tion will bear me out in saying that it is almost impossible to hold jocal 
reporters down to a calm and accurate > compilation of such statistics. 

I entirely agree with you that it is of more than local importance 

that the gold production of each State should be given with as much accuracy 


as possible, and I should be clad to confer with you amd to receive any sug~
